At a special meeting of the executive board of the Indi¬ 
ana Association of the Deaf on Saturday, Feb. 19, it was 
decided to postpone the reunion, due to be held in June this 
year, to June, 1950, owing to reasons which Superintendent 
Raney of the Indiana School for the Deaf outlined in a letter 


to President W. J. Wiggers. 
self-explanatory: 

January 31, 1949 

Dear Mr. Wiggers: 

Thanks for your nice letter 
which I just received pertaining 
to the reunion of your group and 
wish to explain the situation which 
we find ourselves in regarding the 
coming summer for your inform¬ 
ation and convenience. 

Naturally, we have always been 
pleased and happy to have your 
group hold their reunions here and 
to accord them every accommoda¬ 
tions and assistance we possibly 
could during those occasions. We 
want to serve you and your group 
in the future and When mutually 
convenient and most helpful to do 
so. I did talk, with Mr. Whisman, 
the secretary of your association, 
some time ago and explained to 
him that it would inconvenience 
considerably to plan for it during 
the month of June. 

Our term is scheduled to close 
June 8, the children will go heme 
June 9 and the Boys’ State School 
sponsored by the Indiana Depart¬ 
ment American Legion is sched¬ 
uled to move in Saturday, June 
II, and will be here through June 
'19. Our Convention for the Instruc¬ 
tors for the Deaf opens its meet¬ 
ing in Jacksonville, Illinois, June 
19 through 25' and that will extend 
beyond the time we will operate 
our plant with a compliment of our 
personnel and we could not easily 
arrange to care flor your reunion 
without sufficient personnel to 
provide the services required to 
care for you and your group. And, 
too, we have never been able to 
return our personnel prior to the 
starting oif our fall opening only 
long enough to get the quarters 
and place in order for such because 
of personal services limitations.

It was necessary that I miss the 
last convention held in St. Au¬ 
gustine, Florida, and since that 
time have been placed on the Ex¬ 
ecutive 'Committee of the Con¬ 
ference and naturally feel that I 
Should make every effort to attend 
the June meeting in Jacksonville, 
Illinois. At the same time, I would 
desire to be here during the reunion 
if and when held and am sure you 
can appreciate this feeling and 
wish on my part. 

It would be a consideration and 
favor of your group if they could 
willingly postpone their Reunion 
Meeting until the summer of 1950 
and allow sufficient time to ar¬ 
range the details to have them 
ocme in for their meeting directly 
following Boys’ State and when 
there will be no convention that 
summer. This would enable us to 
■arrange with our staff and required 
personnel to have them remain on 
through that time and enable your 
'group to have a much better re¬ 
union and enable us to better care 
for you. It would almost be out 
of the question to plan to have It 
prior to the opening of school next 
fall. We always plan to open 
school directly following the State 
Pair week and that week is always 
set aside for our people to return 
to get the buildings, campus and 
surroundings in readiness for the 
children when they report in. This 
is always a very great concern to 
our staff and means so much to 
the children and to attempt to add 
to this would deplete the energy 
of our personnel to the point that 
they would be tired out when school 
starts when they necessarily need
